By  virtue  of  the  atithority  vested  in  mc  "by  the  United 
States  Cotton  Standards  Act  of  ivlarch        1923  0^2  Statutes  at 
large,  page  I517)  ,  I,  Henry  C.  ,;allace,  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture, do  niake,  prescribe,  publish  and  give  public  notice  of 
the  follovTing  amendments  to  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  dated  July  21,  1923.  under  said  Act,  said 
amendments  to  be  effective  on  and  after  this  day: 

In  Regulation  3,  strike  out  all  of  Section  2  and  substi- 
tute therefor  the  follovring; 

•^Sec.  2,    Such  request  shall  state  V7hether: 

(a)  Samples  are  submitted  for  an  informal 
classification,  comparison  or  classification  and  com- 
parison, leading  to  a  Form  A  memorandum, 

(b)  Samples  are  submitted  by  mutual  agree»- 
ment  of  two  or  more  parties  to  a  dispute  or  by  their 
agents  for  an  adjustment  of  the  dispute  by  the  classi- 
fication, Qorrparison  or  classification  and  comparison 
of  the  samples,  leading  to  a  Form  B  certificate. 

(c)  Cotton  is  submitted  for  sampling  under 
the  si:5)ervision  of  a  supervisor  of  inspection  and  for 
classification,  leading  to  a  Form  C  certificate." 

In  Regulation       strike  out  all  of  Section  5  scad,  substi- 
tute therefor  the  follo\Ting:  ^ 

"Sec.  5»     Sanples  of  cotton  submitted  for  classifi- 
cation and/or  comparison  in  the  adjustment  of  a  dispute 
shall  remain  in  the  possession  of  the  secretary  of  the 
board  to  T7hich  they  are  delivered  until  the  expiration 
of  the  time  permitted  for  requesting  a  review?  as  provided 
in  reg^alation  10,  or,  if  a  review  is  requested,  until  the 
classification  has  been  reviewed.    If  so  requested  by  the 
party  who  submitted  the  samples  for  original  classification, 
the  samples  shall  be  returned  to  him  or  to  any  person  vhom 
he  may  designate  at  the  end  of  such  time  or  after  such  re- 
view, as  the  case  may  be;  otherwise,  they  shall  be  disposed 
of  as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  regulation," 
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In  Regulation  7»  strike  out  all  of  Section  3  and  substitute 
therefor  the  follov/ini^: 

"Sec.  3.     Classification  shall  not  proceed  until 
the  samples,  after  "being  delivered  to  the  board,  shall 
have  been  exposed  for  such  length  of  time  as  in  the 
judgraemt  of  the  chairiran  shall  be  sufficient  to  put  them 
in  proper  condition  for  the  purpose,  which  time  in  the 
case  of  freshly  drawn  or  damp  sainples  shall  be  not  less 
than  12  hours." 


In  Amendment  No.  1  to  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements 
No.  80,  strike  out  the  words; 

"In  Regulation  I5,  Section  12,  strike  out  all  of  Para- 
graph 7  and  substitute  therefor  the  ^ords  follov,'ing; 

"Par.  7.    'The  cost  of  new  samples  furnished  in 
replacement  of  old  saiTiples  in  any  box  of  the  prac- 
tical forms  mentioned  in  paragraphs  1,  2,  3»  ^  ^^^L 
5  returned  to  the  department  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
$5-0^  for  each  box,  except  that,  when  the  number  of 
samples  so  furnished  is  five  or  less  in  one  box,  the 
cost  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  kO  cents  for  each  saraple/' 

and  substitute  therefor  the  following: 

"In  Regulation  lU ,  Section  12,  strike  out  all  of  Para- 
graph 7  and  substitute  therefor  the  words  following: 

"Par.  7.    The  cost  of  new  sacples  furnished 
in  replacement  of  old  samples  in  any  box  of  the 
practical  forms  mentioned  in  paragraphs  1,  2,  3 
h  and  5  returned  to  the  departirent  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  $5-00  for  each  box,  except  that,  when  the 
nuiTiber  of  samples  so  furnished  is  five  or  less  in 
one  box,  the  cost  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  Uo  cents 
for  each  sample."
